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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Responsive to the Office Action dated March 24, 2006, AppUcant has canceled Claims 8 
and 19 and has amended Claims 1, 2, 9, 11 and 20. AppUcant appreciates the recognition that 
Claims 8-9 and 19-20 would be allowable if rewritten to include the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Accordingly, Applicant has amended independent Claim 1 to include the 
limitations of Claim 8 and has amended independent Claim 1 1 to include the limitations of 
Claim 20. Accordingly, Claims 1-7, 9-18, and 20-21 remain pending for prosecution witihi 
Claims 1 and 1 1 being independent. 

I. Claim Ob j ections 

Claims 2-4 were objected to because the "top surface" lacked a positive antecedent. 
Applicant has amended Claim 2 in accordance therewith. Claims 3 and 4 depend from Claim 2. 
Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of this objection. 

II. Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-7, 10-18, and 21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,351,913 to Freiborg et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 3,913,294 to 
Freiborg et al.. Applicant respectfully submits that, in view of the amendments discussed above, 
this rejection is moot. Accordingly, Applicant courteously solicits withdrawal of this rejection. 

III. Conclusion 

Applicant respectfully submits the claims are in condition for formal allowance which is 
courteously solicited. If any issue regarding the allowability of any of the pending claims in the 
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present application could be readily resolved, or if other action could be taken to further advance 
this application such as an Examiner's amendment, or if the Examiner should have any questions 
regarding the present amendment, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner please telephone 
Applicant's undersigned attorney in this regard.
